Rushforth. His brother; Sam 
Rushforth, is a faculty member at 
BYU. Farr was not available for 
comment afterward.

MOSCOW — The government 
gave increasingly isolated lawmakers 
five days to leave the parliament 
building or “face the consequences” 
Wednesday. Besieged hard-liners 
vowed to hold out. 

The government kept up a tight cor- 
don of razor-wire, guns and thousands 
of armed riot police and troops 
around the building. 

The hard-liners showed no signs of 
surrendering, and the government’s 
ultimatum threatened to paint Yeltsin 
into a corner of his own. 

The government didn’t spell out 
what it meant by “serious conse- 
quences,” but it will be expected to do 
something if the lawmakers continue 
to hold out past Monday. 

Foreign Minister Andrei V. 
Kozyrev offered fresh assurances 
Wednesday that force would not be 
used in the showdown, but Yeltsin 
may ultimately have no other option. 

For a second straight night, police 
with rubber batons clashed with hun- 
dreds of people who tried to demon- 
strate in support of parliament. 
Protesters threw bottles at police. One 
lawmaker was injured. 

The week-long standoff claimed its 
third fatality, when a traffic police- 
man died of injuries suffered when he 
was pushed in front of a car by anti- 
government protesters during a clash 
with police on Tuesday. 

People seemed ‘tired of the long 
political struggle that has pitted 
Yeltsin against parliament for 18 
months. 

“We're fed up,” said Otto Latsis, 
political commentator for the newspa- 
per Izvestia. 

President Boris Yeltsin met in the 
Kremlin with his top advisers. 

Later, the government bluntly

ing was extremely thorough, cover- 
ing all issues of the appeal — Farr’s 
scholarship, teaching and citizen- 
ship, as well as other issues consid- 
ered pertinent. 

Because of the thoroughness of 
this hearing, it is not expected that 
another hearing to consider any col- 
lateral claims will be necessary, as 
is the case of David Knowlton. 

BYU Spokeswoman Margaret

very gracious toward each other’s 
views,” she said.

Orem artists make 
10-ft Emmy replica

An Orem foundry is constructing a 
10-foot bronze Emmy duplicate to be 
placed in the front of Disney’s MGM 
Studios’ Television 
Arts and Sciences 
Building in 
Orlando, Fla. 

The statue, now 
in the completion 
stage at the Adonis 
Bronze Foundry, 
will be inspected 
next week and 
shipped to 
Orlando. 

“Orlando called plete. 
us and requested 
Denny Jenkins, 
production manag- 
er at the foundry. 

Adonis recently 
merged with 
Wasatch Bronze, 
which had done an ; 
18-foot Emmy for the Academy of 
Television Arts and Sciences in 
California, and Jenkins believes that’s 
one reason Adonis was commissioned 
for the project. 

The statue weighs 640 pounds and 
has taken about four months to com- 
plete, Jenkins said. 

“Normally it takes about three 
months for a piece this size, but the 
polish work on this piece took the 
majority of the time, she said.” 

Adonis employed an artist to do the 
clay work on the sculpture. 

The artist, Steve Streadbeck, has 
done work for the foundry since its 
1986 opening and has been sculpting 
since 1980. 

Streadbeck is a self-taught, indepen- 
dent artist. With one semester of high

sculpting one day. He practiced for 
about four years until he became a 
full-time artist.

“Tt has a little more detail than an 
actual Emmy would have,” said Jason 
Back, shipping manager at the 
foundry. 

Once the sculpting was finished, the 
foundry did the bronze casting, finish- 
ing and polishing on the statue, 
Streadbeck said. 

Adonis workers poured wax into the 
silicon mold and did a wax casting on 
the statue, Jenkins said. 

They then poured a slurry mold on 
top of the wax to hold the weight of 
the bronze. 

The wax was burned out of the slur- 
ry mold, and bronze was heated and 
poured into it, Jenkins said. After 
reassembly, welding and casting, the 
Emmy was ready for polish.

Freedom is indeed restricted at BYU 


In response to David Earl Bohn’s response 
to Bryan Waterman’s response to Rex Lee’s 
article on academic freedom, Dr. Bohn seems 
to have forgotten to closely examine the arti- 
cle he was commenting on (Waterman’s), not 
to mention the Constitution. Waterman, 
addressing the limits of academic freedom at 
BYU, noted that while the idea that the United 
States Constitution was inspired is accorded 
freedom at this university, the idea that that 
inspiration was tempered by the racist and 
sexist context of Colonial American culture is 
not free. Bohn misrepresents Waterman’s 
statement as a labeling of the concepts of the 
Constitution as being fundamentally racist and 
sexist. Based on this faulty reading of 
Waterman’s article, Bohn calls Waterman 
“intemperate.” 

But let’s set aside this misrepresentation of 
Waterman’s statement.for a moment and 
respond to Dr. Bohn’s implied assertion that 
the Constitution is, in fact, not racist, or at 
least his explicit assertion only intemperate 
people notice the racism. In Article I, Section 
2 of theConstitution in question, the authors 
stipulate that a slave owner will be allowed to 
vote on behalf of his slaves, but that the 
slaves’ votes will be counted as three-fifths of 
a white man’s vote, the idea being that the 
slave was somewhat human and so needed to 
be represented but at the same time he/she 
was also property and-so‘should not count as a 
full-fledged human.

Police believe Tuesday’s armed 
robbery of a Provo: Payless 
Shoesource store was the latest in a 
string of crimes against the national 
shoe store chain. 

According to the St. George 
Police Department, a similar inci- 
dent. occurred Monday night. Lt. 
Jim Raburn said two suspects came 
into the Payless Shoesource store 
about 9 p.m. and held a female 
employee at gunpoint. 

“They, tied her up in the stock- 
room, where she stayed overnight,” 
he said. “They took an undeter- 
mined amount of money from a 
safe and left immediately.” 

Payless robberies have occurred 
in-two other Western states, 
California and Arizona. Raburn 
said that approximately 30 stores 
have been robbed in recent months. 

Payless Shoesource spokesman 
Rick Nida refused to comment on 
the matter.

Provo Police spokeswoman Karen 
Morales said they have fingerprint- 
ed the Provo store and are having 
vehicles possibly involved in the 
crime checked out. 

“We hope people will give us 
it.formation,” she said. 

An employee at Provo’s Payless 
Shoesource said their store’s secu- 
rity is.as safe as any other retail 
shop. 

During Tuesday’s incident, the 
two suspects allegedly held a 
female employee at gunpoint, tied 
her up and locked her in an office. 
She was found several minutes later 
by a customer. Police were then 
notified. 

The suspects are still at large. One 
is described as a slim 5-foot-8-inch 
white male with a-beard and mous- 
tache, chin-length sandy blond hair 
and light (possibly blue) eyes. The 
other suspect is described as an ath- 
letically built 5-foot 10-inch white 
male with short brown hair and 
brown eyes. Both men are 
described as being in their 20s.

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UEA proposes anti-violence laws

Increased safety for students and 
school employees is the aim of a plan 
released Tuesday by the Utah 
Education Association. 

The laws recommended by the UEA 
are designed to prevent violence in 
schools. They call on state govern- 
ment, school agencies, educators and 
parents to join forces. 

A special legislative session Oct. 4 
will address violence in schools, said 
Steve Hale, director of public rela- 
tions for the UEA. 

“The special legislative session will 
certainly include some legislation. 
Whether or not it will include UEA 
legislation, I don’t know,” said Dr. 
Corrine Hill, deputy of education. 

She said she had not yet met with 
the governor about the UEA’s sugges- 
tions and couldn’t comment on his 
opinion on the plan itself, but expect- 
ed him to be pleased with the UEA’s 
efforts. 

“The governor will really appreciate 
that teachers have been concerned 
with the violence preblem, studied it 
and have come out with a position 
paper,” Hill said. 

The governor wants input from the 
police force, justice department, 
schools and churches. 

“It has to be a combined effort of 


- our whole community to solve the 


problems,” Hill said. 

Some of the UEA’s suggestions 
may be controversial, Hill said.

Routine funeups now save later};

A routine tuneup now can 
save students big bucks later. 

A routine maintenance tuneup 
runs from about $30 to $35 for a 
4-cylinder car, $40 to $45 for a 
6-cylinder car and $50 to $55 for 
an 8-cylinder car, but accord- 
ing to Truman Pratt, owner of 
T.J.’s Auto in Provo, a tuneup 
now can prevent: major prob- 
lems in the future. 

Pratt recommended that cars 
be tuned up every 6 months or 
6,000 miles. 

“There’s a whole lot more to a 
tuneup than spark plugs,” said 
Tim Holweg, owner of Tim’s All 
Auto in Provo. “It depends on 
the car and it’s particular dri- 
ving problems.” 

“(A tune up) includes check- 
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ing the spark plugs, air filter, fuel 


‘filter, the ‘distribution cap and 


rotor, adjusting the timing and 

the idle as needed,” Pratt said. 
“| think the most important 

thing is that people maintain 


their cars,” he said. “People that ° 


maintain their cars have them 
last longer and have fewer 
problems in the long run.” 

If additional repairs have to be 
made,the cost of parts will 
make a tuneup more expen- 
sive, Pratt said. 

Holweg said that one problem 
he has run into is that people 
will come in for a tuneup with- 
out really knowing what the 
problem is. There are so many 
different systems in newer cars 
that sometimes it is hard for the 
consumer to Rae what needs 
work. 

Pratt said that it is important to

replaced every 25,000 miles, 
said Brandon King, manager at 
Maxi Auto Care, formerly 
Matex Auto Care.

They need to be peri- 
odically checked because 


there is rubber hose between. 


the pump and rack. If the hose 
cracks and leaks the pump will 
dry and burn up the pump,” 
said Luther “Chup” 
Rodabaugh, owner of Chub’s 
Automotive in Orem. 

Cars with manual steering sys- 
tems should also be checked 
for leaks, King said. 

Power steering is just one of 
the many electrically operated 
systems in cars, and just one 
that needs regular mainte- 
nance to: insure its upkeep. 
Regular maintenance can help 
prevent damage, King said. 

The car steering belt ought to 
be periodically checked, 


-Rodabaugh said. 


The fluids, belts and radiator 
can be checked by a lube and 
oil job every 3,000. miles. 
People who do their own main- 
tenance should check once a 
month, Rodabaugh said. 

Brakes should be checked 
two times a year, and brake 
fluid should be changed every 
15,000 to 20,000 miles, King 
said. 

It takes about a half hour and 
costs about $20 to check 
brakes. If the pads on the front 
brakes need replacing it costs 
about $55. Replacing the back 
brake lining costs about $40, 
Rodabaugh said. 

“Most cars now have fuel 
injection that is electronically 
operated and it’s a good idea 
to change that fuel filter every 
20,000 miles,” Rodabaugh said. 
“If the fuel filter gets plugged 
up it will overwork the fuel 
pump and that is $300 or so for 
a new fuel pump.” 
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shop around and find a 
mechanic you can trust. “Just 
find a shop that is totally honest, 
that is going to do good work 
and not cut corners,” he said. 
The difference between a 
tuneup and winterizing is that 
tuneups are for maintenance 
and winterizing is preparing a

Matt Miner, general manager 
at University. Motors, said bad 
brakes are the biggest problem 
because of all the hills and 
mountains in the area. People 
naturally have to use their 
brakes a lof. 

He said people can avoid 
major problems by first keeping 
their foot off the brake when dri- 
ving and second, avoiding fast 
starnt-and-stop driving. 

ZCMI Auto manager Art Smith 
agreed.

Miner said brake repairs start 
at about $59 and go up 
depending on the type of brake 
and car. 

He warned that brake prob- 
lems should be taken care of 
immediately as they can be 
expensive and also dangerous. 

“When you start to hear a 
brake noise like howling, grind- 
ing or whistling, you’ve got to 
get in and get it taken care of,” 
he said “It just exacerbates the 
problem, you could go from a 


= $40-$50 fix to a $200 dollar fix 


immediately.” 

Miner said the second biggest 
problem they see is bad tire 
alignment. He attributes that to 
all the. potholes in the road. He 
said, on the whole, modern cars 
are much more sensitive to pot- 
holes than older, heavier cars. 

Smith recommended that car 
owners get their alignment 
checked aft least once a year. 
An alignment. check at ZCMI 
Auto costs between $12 and 
$16. 

Miner once again admonished 
car owners who see this prob- 
lem to take care of it immedi- 
ately. 

This will save the cost of replac- 
ing a whole set.of fires. 
Alignment repairs cost about 
$40 and go up depending on 
the type of car. A new set of 
tires is about $200. 

Import Auto Center, a special- 
ty repair shop which works pri- 
marily on European cars, sees 
problems other than brakes and 
bad tire alignment.

Tire maintenance 


keeps ride smooth

Students driving down the 
road in a car that shakes or pulls 
to the right or leff may want to 
check the balance or align- 
ment of the tires on their car. 

“Balancing keeps the tire rid- 
ing smooth and prolongs the life 


of the tire,” said Craig Hull, 
salesman at Discount Tire 
Company. 


The most common misconcep- 
tion is that tires need to be 
aligned when they shake. This is 
not true. Tires need to be bal- 
anced when this is the case. 

“Vibration or shaking is caused 
by an out-of-balance tire, out- 
of-round tire, a bent wheel or 
some mechanical condition,” 
said Terry Larsen, owner of Big O 
Tires in Provo and Orem. 

To balance a tire, the car is 
put on a tire balancer and spun 
at freeway speeds, around 50- 
55 mph. The machine then 
shows where the tire needs 
weight and how much weight 
to apply. When purchasing new 
tires, balancing is usually includ- 
ed, Hull said. 

“As the tire wears, the balanc- 
ing needs to be changed,” 
Larsen said. It is recommended 
that tires be checked for good 
balance every year. 

When a customer asks about 


balancing a tire, Big O tries to 


ask questions and then educate 
the customer on tire mainte- 
nance. 

“We spend more time with our 
customers asking questions 
about the problems with their 
car,” Larsen said. “People 
expect us to be experts and 
help them .make wise deci- 
sions.” 

One of the main symptoms of 
bad alignment on tires is when 
the car begins pulling to the 
right or left when driving straight 
down the road. 

Severe misalignment can wear 
out a tire in 1,000 miles, said 
Dave Walker, district manager 
of Firestone. 

Every time a car hits a curb or 
a chuck hole, the alignment 
gets a little off. “This is why we 


recommend checking the 
alignment every six months,” 
Walker said.

An alignment makes the han- 
dling characteritics of the car 
what they are, Lasen said. 

“You reduce the life expectan- 
cy of the tires by upwards of 50 
percent when you don’t bal- 
ance or align your tires,” Larsen 
said. 

Discount Tire Company offers 

tire balancing for $7.25-8.25. 
The price for an alignment at 
Big O Tires depends on the type 
of car. Front-end cars, 1975 and 
older, usually cost around $19- 
$29.

Tinted windows can benefit 
people who are concerned 
about the damaging effects of 
the sun. Tinted windows reduce 
ultraviolet rays by 98 percent. 

In addition to protecting dri- 
vers, tinted windows also pro- 
tect car interiors from fading in 
the sun, 

Car windows are tinted by 
either dying the mylar film or 
with a metal film which is lami- 
nated onto the plastic sheet 
between the glass. 

Bonnema is the secretary and 
treasurer of the Utah Window 
Tinters Association which is cur- 
rently . trying to adopt 
Colorado’s laws on window tint- 
ing. 

Colorado’s law permits 35 per- 
cent light transmittance on all 
windows in the car. 

Utah’s law allows 70 percent 
light transmittance on the front 
windows and “as dark as you 
want on the back windows as 
long as you have side mirrors,” 
Bonnema said. 

Night visibility is improved for 
drivers with 35 percent light 
transmittance, said Bonnema. 

“In a study done by the Illinois 
Institute of Technology, windows 
with 35 percent light transmit- 
tance were found to be safer 
for day and night driving, win- 
dows with 70 percent light trans- 
mittance tested not as safe (as 
35 percent light transmittance),” 
Bonnema said. : 

All states but Utah allow 35 
percent light transmittance, 
“maybe because Utah is a con- 
servative state,” Bonnema said. 

The Utah Highway Patrol wants 
tinted windows to be banned 

“but they can’t give us a reason 
why,” Bonnema said.
